AT  THE  SUMMER  SESSION  -  1913, 


SUBJECT. 
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REPOST  TC  THE  PRESIDENT  OR  THE  ATTENDANCE  AT  THE  SUMMER  SESSION 
FROM  ITS  BEGINNING  IN  1905. 


The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  minutes  of  the  University 
Extension  Committee  in  so  far  as  the  attendance  at  the  Summer  Session 
is  concerned,  from  its  formation  in  the  fall  of  1905.  In  the  Summer 
Session  Calendar  of  1908,  the  following  Historical  reviewis  given  - 

•»The  Departmental  Regulations  of  1904  added  several  subjects 
to  the  High  School  Curriculum,  and  created  among  the  teachers  of  the 
Province  a  demand  for  instruction  in  such  subjects.  The  Summer  Session 
of  1905  was  the  University’s  response  to  this  demand.  With  the  addition 
of  a  few  cognate  subjects,  the  r'ummer  Session  of  1906  offered  essentially 
the  same  courses  of  instruction  as  the  Session  of  1905.  These  two 
Summer  Sessions  brought  into  prominence  a  second  and  scarcely  less 
pressing  demand.  Many  teachers  end  others  who  were  anxious  to  proceed  to  a 
degree  in  Arts,  but  whose  daily  dut  ie  s  forbade  attendence,  new  demanded 
credit  towards  a  degree  for  work  taken  during  the  Summer  Session.  The 
Summer  Session  of  1907  was  the  University’s  response  to  this  second  demand. 

That  Session  offered  instruction  in  such  special  subjects  as  were  given 
in  1905  and  1906,  and  it  added  instruction  and  examination  in  the  subjects 
of  the  General  Course  in  Arts  cf  the  first  two  years.  The  Summer  Cession 
of  1908  will  repeat,  in  so  far  as  the  Faculty  of  Arts  is  concerned,  in 
character  and  content,  the  Summer  '  ess ion  of  1907." 

Since  the  present  University  Extension  Committee  was  formed 
only  in  the  fall  of  1907,  the  minute  book  does  not  contain  detailed 
information  of  the  attendance  previous  to  1908.  The  following  table 
will  give  the  attendance  from  that  date  to  the  present  -

as  a  result  of  my  experience  with  the  attendance  at  the  Summer  Session, 
I  made  the  following  recommendation  to  the  Extension  Committee,  which 
in  turn  was  recommended  by  them  to  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  teachers  desire  to  pass  the  examination 
for  Entrance  to  the  Faculty  of  Education  and  the  fact  that 

this  examination  is  accepted  by  the  University  as  ecuivalent  to  that  of 
the  first  year  General  Course,  your  Committee  recommends  that  the  work 
given  at  the  Summer  Session  in  the  subjects  of  the  first  year  General 
Course  ehou Id, wherever  practicable,  be  made  to  cover  that  prescribed  by

the  Department  of  Education  for  entrance  to  the  Faculty  of  Education. 

The  adoption  of  this,  reconrended  by  scrae  of  the  Departments  giving 
work  at  the  Sumner  Session  of  1912,  may  "be  seen  in  the  following  figures
